The 
general impression gathered inthetalks bef > re 
the opening was that the convention would be 
very busy and that several exciting discyussio.s 
might be looked for.

The Convention, 

The convention was called toorder at 16:30 
o’ciock this morning, Gov. Thos. T. Critten- 
den in the chair and Mr. Frank Gaiennie 
at the secretary’s desk. No roll was called, 
but all the delezgates were present in 
their places. There were more ladies 
in the balcony and upper boxes than yester- 
day and the number of visitors was also larger. 

Rev. W. G. Eliot, Chancellor of Washington 
University, opened the proceedings with an 
invocation.

THE PRESIDENT. 

Gov. Crittenden appointed Messrs. Kenner 
of Louisiana and John F. Phillips of Missouri 
to conduct Mr. Dunnellto the chair. When he 
reached the stuge Gov. Crittenden introduced 
him, saying that from his long experience 
with Mr. Dunneil in Congress he knew the 
convention coule not make a better choice, 
and he congratulated them upon the selection 
of such an excellent man for their permanent 
chairman. 

Mr Dunnelltbanked the convention for select- 
ing him and made a short but eloquent speech, 
setting forth the objects of the convention. 
There were present there delegates from twen- 
ty States, extending all the way from Minne3o- 
ta tothe Gulifof Mexico, to consider the best 
means ef improving and extending the pro- 
ducts of the — and mighty Mississippi.

This great valley is what all are proud of, an 
this convention wil! at.empt to show its pride 
in a proper manner. 

Gentlemen, I shall endeavor to manage 
this convention in a way that will prevent it 
being said, when adjournment has taken 


place, that it was not successful be- 
cause its meetings were badly wanaged. 


Genticmen, Laskiora high degree of order. 
[Applause. ] 

The chairman announced that the presenta- 
tion and reading of communications was in 
order. A delegate from Louisiana handed in 
a plan for the improvement of the river, which 
wus filed. 

Hon.N. M. Bell then read the following letter 
from the President of the Mississippi River 
Comnnission to the President ot the Mississippi 
River Improvement Convention: 

OFFICE OF MISSIS8S'!PPI RIVER COMMISSION, 
STEAMER ‘*GENERAL BARNARD,’’ 
VICKSBURG, October 17, 1881. 
To the President of the Mississippi River Im- 
rovement Convention, St. Louia, Mo.: 

YEAR Stk—It has been my intention to be 
present of the meeting of your convention, in 
orcer to afford any information that might be 
desired with regard to the plans, prospects 
and expectations of the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, 

I find, however, that imperative official en- 


gazgements will require my presence els» 
where. bave theretore thought proper to 


submit the tollowing statement in writing, 
which muy be presented to the convention 
should itbe deemed desirable to do so. 

Under the organic act of June 28, 1879, it was 
made the duty of this commission: 

1. To directand complete such surveys of 
the Mississippi River between the head of the 
passesrearits mouth and its headwaters as 
were then in progress, and to make such u¢- 
ditional surveys and examinations of tneriver 
and its tributaries as the commission may 
deem necessury. 

2. To consider and mature such plan or 
pians as will currect, permunentiy locate and 
deepen the channel and protect the banks of 
the Mississippi River; improve and give safety 
and euse to navigation; prevent destructive 
floods, and promote and facilitate comimerve 
and the postal service; und, with such plans, 
to prepare avd submit estimates of the cost of 
executing the work. 

, 3 Toreport specifically upon the practica- 
bility, fasibility and probable cost of three cer- 
tein methods or plans of improvement, desig- 
natdinthe act as the ‘‘Jetty Sytem,’’ tie 
**Levee Sytem’’ and the ‘*VUutlet Svstem.’’ 

4. The cere was als» uauthor- 
ized, prior to the cOMpletion: fall the neces- 
Sary suliveys and examinations, to sub.nit 
Pluns and estimates of costef such immediate 
or initial Works, constituting @ part oi the zen- 
erat system of wear ks recommuended, as might 
be advantageously beuvun atouce. 

tnthe firstreport of the commission, sub- 
mitted in February of last vear, the three so- 
culied systelus Of improvement mentioned in 
tne law were discussed, viz.: the ‘*Ouatlet sy-- 
tem,’’ the ‘*Levee System’’ and the ‘Jetty 
S\stem.’’ 

The outlet system, being one of diffusion and 
waste, and not of concentration, did not com- 
mend itself to cur judgment. It nas been 
claimed that outlets, cither natural or arcifi 
ciul, which stall draw off the flood. waters 
of the river, and convey themawav by inde- 
pendent routes tthe sea, will tend to prevent 
the recurrence of destructive floo.is by supply - 
ing additional avenues for their escape. The 
general proposition that if a river cannot Car- 
rv itsown waters within its own Danks, outlet 
channels will supply a remedy against 
ovelflow, certainly sounds reasonable 
at first _ hearing. It is true, how- 
ever, in certain cases only. Itis not generally 
tiue of sedimentary streams, flowing through 
alluviul lands, and itis nottrue of toe Miasis- 
sippi River. The character and useful magni- 
tuue Ol such astream are determined by its 
behavior in times of tlood; anu thbre is no 
more certain way to dwarfits dimensions ani 
destroy its navigation than by depleting it ot 
its flood waters. Once check its velocity Dv 
outiets or any other means, thusimpairing its 
power te carry its load of so id matter to the 
sea and the inevitable result is that a deposit of 
sediment takes place, and the bed of the 
stream is raised. The consequences are thut 
the sectional] area and flood carrving capacity 
are both diminished and the flood surface 
raised. Surely the last condition of that streuin 
is worse than the first, foritis simaltler than 
before, and less able to retain its flood-waters 
within its own banks. If new ontiets are made 
tou meetthis coutingency, the flood curreut is 
stillfurther cheched, and, the bed 1s rated 
higher by increased deposits. 

tis submitted, therefore, thatthe perman- 
ent effect of ontiets is to injure navizatin: 
and increase the trequency and magnitude ol 
floods. 

With regard toa system of improvement bv 
means of levees, it may be said that while 
levees are, upon a large porti mofr the river. 
necessary to prevent destruction to life and 
property by overtiow, and while they enhance 
the safety and ease of navigation and fariiita'e 
trade avd commerce by-affording C mivenient 
landing places above the reach of fluols, wn | 
while they aid and promote the pos al -ecvice 
by the protection they affoid to the roads 
ard railrouds in thew rear upon 
which that service 1s contuc'el, the construc 
tion and maintenance of alevee system can 
not be regarded as aneces-ary auxillary toany 
judicious plan designed for channel improve- 
mentonly. There is little doubt that levers do 
exert some direct actionin enlarging the bed 
of the river during those periods of flood, when, 
by preventing the overflow of adjacent lauds, 
they ac'ually cause the water to rise to 4 
higher level within the river bed than it woul 
attain if not thus restrained, for the simple 
reason that, other things being equal, the 
deeper the waterinthe bed of a sttean the 
vreuter will be the velocity, and the greater I's 
scouring power. Levees are regarded, tuere- 
lore, as a desirable though not an ess -ntial ad- 
junctinthe method of improvement recoin- 
inended by the commission, They are neces 
sary to prevent destructive floods, they are 
desirable and usetul for other purposes al 
ready stated; they are desirable, althong rnot 
necessary, for purposes of channel improve 
ment. The commission, in its first report, 
recommended that all gapsin existing levees 
between Cairo and New Orieans he closed. 

It may be said, in this connection, thiatsome 
members of this commission attach "nore, “ad 
otbers perhaps less, importance to levees as a 
factor in the problem of channel improveinent 
then that above indicated. 

The plan of improvement recommended by 
the commission is based upon the simple, and, 
Lielieve, upquestioned fuct that tne bad mav- 
ivation ot the river is caused by the caving snd 
erosion of 1ts banks, andthe excessive widths, 
and the bars and shoals resulting directly 

, om. 
eo vcli-knpwn conditions characterize the 
entire length of the river below Cairo: first, 
that bad sboals end bars and dangerous navi- 
vation are always accompanied by alow water 
width exceeding 3,000 fees; aod second, that 
wherever the width does pnotex ‘eed 3,000 teet 
tfere isa good channel the year round. In 
other words bad navigution Is produced by a 
wide nver, xpd good navigation by a nar- 
row one. The same principle applies to the 
portion of the river between tne meuths of the 
Missouri and the Ohio Rivers. The evident 
remedies tor the existing evils are: First, to 
top further eniarzement by protecting the 
caving banks; and, second,to natrow the 
«etream toa enitable and approxim itely net. 
form width at al! ptaces where tne wirlttis are 
excessive and the navigation bad. Wherever 
necessary, therefore, the caving npanks will be 
yraded to a proper slope and protected by 
suitable miverments against furtherecosion. — 

Where the widths are too great the chance. 


will be narrowed by forces de- 
veloped in the stream itself, through 
the agency af high permeable dykes 
placed either longitudinally or transverse- 
iy tothe channel as circumstances shail re- 
guire. By these light oggn works, construct- 
ed largely of poles, wir@and brush, the area 
to be raised will be converted intoa series of 
silting basins, within which the water, con- 
Stantliy flowing through the barriers with di- 
minished velocity, will deposit its heavier 
materials. In this way the bed of the stream 
will be gradually raised during the high-water 
season, forming new banks and developing 
ueéw shore lines for the amended channel. 

These methods of improvement have been 
successtully applied at various points on the 
Missouri and Mississippi Rivers, and are in no 
sense experimental except in the details of con- 
struction. 

For beginning the work ce ge by this 
commission, and for which the sum of $1,000,(00 
was appropriated at the last session of Con- 
gress, an efficient equipment has been ordered, 
and itis expected that active operations will 
be started within the coming month upon the 
Plum Point reach, above Memphis, and the 
Lake Providence reach, above Vicksburg. 
There two reaches constitute an agzsregate 
length of about seventy miles of the worst navi- 
gation below Cairo. he works are expected 
to secure a low-water depth of ten feet, with 
possibilities considerabiy beyond that limit. 

Although the commission have given especial 
attention and study to the requtrements of 
navigation on the main riyer below Uatro, 
they havé éarefully inspected the plans of im. 
provement now in process of execution by the 
Engineer Bureau of the War Department upon 
that portion of the stream between Cairo and 
St. Paul, and are of the opinion that their 
completion will establish a low-water aviga- 
tion ot notlessthan eight feet between Cairo 
and St. Louis, and not less than six feet be- 
tween St. Louis and St. Paul, with capabilities 
in both cases of greater depths, througb an 
extension and enlargement of the works. 

It is hardly necessary to add that tne work 


thus undertaken is ove of unparalleled magni- 


tute; that great difficulties are to be encoun. 
tered; that itis only by patience and per 
severance, and upon the stepping stones of 
mistakes corrected, that success can be hop- 
ed for, and that the final result will dependjas 


people as on the efforts of the commission, jor 
otber agents of the Governmeut.

lion. Jas. B. Beck, Senator from the State of 
Kentucky, sent aletter from Washington re- 

retting his inability to be present. He said 

1e¢ regarded the improvement of the Missis- 

sippias one of the most important questions 
now before the country. Competing water- 
way, cheapened transportation and free river 
wade railroad combinations impossible. He 
hoped to be heard on this questionin the Sen- 
ate this winter or next. 

Ilon, A. P. Gorman, Senator from Maine, 
sent aletier, already published, in Which he 
diseustead briefly the improvement ot 
the yreat waterways, and asking that a 
copy of the proceedings be sent to him. 

Hon. Abram 8S. Hewitt, member of Congress 
from New York, senta letter saying his poor 
heuith mace itimpossible to accept the invi- 
tution to be present at tne convention. tle was 
in- favor of the Mississippi River Improveinent. 
He wus opposed to jobs and contracts and he 
huped the convention would suggest some plan 
that would meet with the fivorable opinivn uf 
the cormpetent engineers of the country. Lhe 
improvement of river routes would piace a 
check upon railrouds, which were free tu do as 
they p eased until sume Check was placed upon 
them by legisiation. 

Ilion. Thomas L. James, the Postmaster- 
General, sent a letter of regret, but annuunced 
his sympathy with the movement. 

Hon. Rk. G. Horr, Congressman from Michi 
gan, said it would be impossible for him to be 
present. The object of the convention met 
with his entire approval and would always re- 
ceive his hearty support in Congress. [Ap- 
plause | 

Hon. 8. S, Jonas, Senator from Louisiana, 
wrote to say that he would have attended if 
the Senute sessions would have allowed him. 

Hon. Geo. B. Loring, Conmmissioner of Agri- 
culture, regretted thatit was impossible for 
him to uttend. 

A letter from Hon. J. R. Hawley, State Sen- 
ator of Connecticut, saying that he would ve 
present if he was not unavoidably detained. 

Hon. Thos. Updegraif, member of Congress 
tiom the Third District, lowa, was in great 
-\mpathy with the movement but could not 
aitena. 

Mr Jobn Hogan. of Missouri, here arose and 
suld thatatthe request of several gentiemen 
andthe suggestion of Gen. Giimore, of tne 
Mississ'ppi Improvement Comunission, he 
would nove that the delegates trom the com- 
mission be heard, as he understood that they 
bad some remnarks and suggestions to inake. 

Mi. Roberts, of lUinois, thought there were 
some resolutions tu be presented which shoula 
be heard from first. 

A gentleman tiom Indiana said it would take 
atwo thirds vote of the convention to suspend 
the order of business. 

Goy. Stanard hoped that Mr. Hogan won'd 
withdraw his motion, in order that the oruer 
of business might be carried out, and tne 


resolutions presented. Hr. Hogan 
had no objection to withdraw his 
motion until after the resolutions 


had been introduced and referred tothe com- 
mittee on Re solutions. 

The next thing in order was the reception of 
resolutions to be referred to the Committee ona 
Resolutions without debate. 

Mr. Roberts, ot Illinois, offered a resolution 
providing that the recommendations of tne 
convention includethe widening and deenen-.- 


ing of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal and the improvement of the 
lihneis River, sO as to afford i 


deep water channel from Lake Michigan to 
the Mississippi River. 

Ed. 8S. Jones, of lowa, offered a series of res- 
olutions to the effect thut in constituting the 
committee to distribute the fund for 
the improvement of the channels 
recognition be given to the river men who had 
spent their livesinthe study of these ques- 
tions, and knew best what was wanted.

THE BIG-SHIP ‘‘BOOM.” 


Arrival of the Monster City of Rome 


After a Stormy Passage. 

New York Special to Chicago Times. 

The new Inman steamship, 
Rome, the largest merchant vessel construct- 
ed except the Great Eastern, arrived off Fire 
Island about 11 o’clock to-night. She wiil 
come up to her dock to-morrow. She was 
nearly two duys overdue, being delayed by 
violentgales and strong head winds. The 
reason for the greatincrease inthe size and 
tonnage of the vessels now being put up in 
the trade is that the tratlic has tncreased so 
that largerand more powerful vessels and 
quicker voyages have become necessary. 
Vessels are now built of steel for several rea- 
sons, principal among which is that the 
quality of the British ship-building iron has 
become so} Oor that steel has to be resorted 
to. Again, the increased cost of a steel vessel, 
4* percent above that of iron, is offset by 
the reduction of weight inthe hull of the 
vessel, Which is estimated at 14 per cent 


less than if the huli was con- 
ssructed of iron. ‘The tendency 
in maval construction, ‘as regards 


the merchant navy, is to lengthen the hulls 
without in any appreciable degree augemnt- 
ing the beam or depth of the hold. 

The enc rmous growth ofthe Atlantic pas- 
senger tratlic and freight trade is giving a 
,0Werfulimpulse to British ship-building. 
Ko previous year in the history of iron ship- 
building has witnessed such remarkable 
activity in this trade as the last twelve months. 
One company alone has built between 130,000 
and 140,000 tons of newships. The companies 
in the American trade are all in transition. 
They have been seiling their old ships and are 
offering more for sale, and are equipping their 
lines with larger and better vesseis. The 
American railroads have not outstripped in 
the rapidity and extent of their development 
the enormous exvansion of tbe Americo- 
European shipping trade. Fifteen years ago, 
when the National Line was started, one 
boat a week between New York and Liverpoo! 
was allits trede warranted. It now sends out 
two a4week. To-daythirtv ste:imships leave 
this port every month for Liverpool or Lon- 
dou, and there are besides the great lines that 
send vessels weekly to New York from Havre, 
Bremen and Hamburg. The revival of the 
passenger tratlic alone has given a_ great 
impetus to ship-building. The arrivals from 
Europe this year will reach fully 500,000, and 
they are already over ‘U,00U0 in excess of the 
arrivals for the same period last year. With- 
in the past two ycars five new steamship lines 
have been started in the New York tr.de, 
viz.: The Monarch and Centaur Lines frou 
London, the Holme Line from Plymouth, the 
Bristol Line from Bristoland the Wilson Line 
from Hull. These lines have put in the trade 
sixteen new steamers, and others are building. 

To the intense rivairy of the leading trans- 
Atlantic linesthe building of the splendid 
vesseis which are now tahing their places in 
the trade is attributable. The new boats far 
exceed in capacity, accommodations, elezan:e 
and cost, any of the fleet uf successful ves- 
sels that preceded them. None of them equal 
in tonnage the ill-starred Great Eistern, and 
the stupendous folly of her building will 
probably never be repeated. No such vessel 
will ever be putin the New York trade, for 
the good reason that, even should theim- 
provements in steamship machinery make 
tuch a leviathan perfectly manageable, no 
ship as Jarge as the Great Eastern could ever 
getinto New York harbor when loaded up to 
her capacity .When it is considered, however, 
that several of the new ships now in the trade 
or building have acapacity one-quarter to 
One-third greater than the largest trans- 
Atlantic vessels two years ago, it will be in- 
ferred that. the steamship companies are 
bound to reach the limit of profitable ship- 
building in point of size. 

The big-ship mania broke out nearly two 
years ago when the conservative Cunarders 
built the Gallia (one of the largest ships 
afloat), putting all the latest improvements 
into her construction, including a first-class 
cabin amidships instead of at the stern. 
Then came the Guion Line with their im- 
mense four-master, the Arizona, which has 
demonstrited that the largest size is com- 
patible with the greatest speed. The Arizo- 
na, afew weeks ago, made the trip from 
()ueenstown to Sandy Hook in seven days 
and nine hours. an average speed of about 
lo» milesan hour. Thisis the fastest time 
vet recorded. Last June the North German 
Lloyd started the Elbe, a beautiful steam- 
ship of 4,800 tons burden, which has scored 
the second best time, reaching Sandy Hook 
from the longitude of Queenstown in seven 
days andten hours. Size andspeed are the 
two points in which competition between 
the two rival lines is now most active. To- 
diay arrived the City of Rome, the new float- 
ing palace of the Inmans, and a remarkable 
lot of vesse's, the best and biggest products 
of the English ship-yards, will soon fol- 
low in her wake. , 

The City of Rome will be thrown open to 
public inspection and will doubtless bea 
diay’s Wonder, as she is a little the biggest 
thing that has come into the harbor, except 
the monumental failure above referred to. 
Despite her great sizethe Inman Company 
predicts that the City of Rome will be the 
fastest craft afloat. Close behind the Inmins 
come the Cunarders with their monster new 
ship, the Servia, which is expected to reach 
thisportabout November 1,  Itis claimed 
that ber engines are more powerful than 
those ofanv other vessel. She has agross 
tonnage of 8.500 tons. Her length is 530 feet, 
breadth 52 feet, depth 44 feet. There are 1s 
state-rooms, and the ship will carry 459 first- 
class and 600 steerage passengers in addition 
to a crew of 200 officers andmen. The saloen 
is 74 feet long by 4 feet wide, with seats for 
Jo” persons. 

The White Star Line also has added the Ar- 
abie to its fleet, and the Captic, which wilt ve 
identical in all particulars of construction 
with the Arabic, will soon arrive. This line 
appears not to have entered the race for the 
paim of bigness. Its new boats are of medi- 
um size, and about 4,400 tons burden. Thi 
North German Lioyd, not content with the 
launching of the Eibe this season, have now 
building for them near Glasgow a larger craft, 
to be cailed the Weser. This vessel will be 
of 6,000 tons burden, 405 feet long, and with 
28 feet depth of hold. Her builder« have con- 
tracted with her owners to give her a speed- 
ing capacity of 17’. kpotsan hour. She will 
take her place inthe Line by the middle ef 
next May. The Guion line have built a new 
boat Which they claim is just a little ahead of 
their Arizona in all respects. She is called 
the Alaska, and she will be here early in 
November. Her capacity 1s nearly 8,000 
tons. When it is remembered that the 
average tonnage of four-fifths of the 
bcats inthe New York and English trade is 
lees than 4,800 tons, it can easily be imagined 
what monsters these new specimens of ship- 
building are. The American Line, woaich 
saiis from Philadelphia, will shortly com- 
mence building two new ships. The Reid 


Star Line has four new steamers now in

Industry hums in the British shipyards not 
alone for the American trade. The Peninsu- 
lar and Oriental Company have just complet- 
ed two largeship®,and are: building three 
more for the Indian trade. All tke large 
companies, whose ships ply in every quarter 

of the world, are selling off their old vessels 
and replacing them with larger and ¢mproved 
ships; andas ifthe banks of the Clyde and 
the Mersey did not afford room enough for 
their mammoth shipyards, ‘British ship- 
builders are invading France and establish- 
ing yards in that country for the building of 
vessels to sail from French ports under the 
Frencb flag. Th: y have been attracted thither 
by the subsidv wiwh the French Government 
promises to French-»uit steamships. A re- 
cent telegraphic dispatch to the Times from 
thiscity gave the number of vessels now 
building, under this stimulating offer, as well 
as the trade in which they will engage. The 
French sbip-buiiding subsidy, though doubt- 
less resting on a very poor basis of economic 
principle, is giving a great impulse, for the 
present, to the building of ships in that 
country. ao

THE SCHOLAR POPE. 


Incidents in Pope, Leo’s Early School 
ays. 
From the Geneva Continental Times. 


Leo XIII. isa crowned scholar. From a 
child he took kindly to his books, and the 
Jesuits turned him into one of the first Lat- 
inists of the age. The oneresuit was pretty 
certain to follow from the other, as the key 
to the educational success of the Jesuits is to 
be found in their principle of first ascertain- 
ing a pupil’s aptitudes, and then cultivating 
them tothe best of their power. Joachim 
Pecci’s youth was a series of academical tri- 
umphs, each of which signalized the addition 
ofafresh province of learning to his intel- 
lectual dominions. Classics were first insert- 
ed, then mathematics, next physics, and 
afterward moral phiiosophy, in whico he 
gave instruction at the age of19. Perhaps he 
might have remained a scholar and nothing 
more, but in the third decade of his life he 
fell unvex the influence—one would rather 
say rose io the influence--of the famous Car- 
dinal Odescalchi, a man who, in another age, 
might have replayed the great part of the 
famous Ignatius Loyola. Odescalchi it was 
who renounced the purple to enter the Order 
of Jesus, and gave innumerable other proofs 
of Christian humility and devotion to his 
Master’s cause. Among the services he ren- 
dered to the church of Rome not the least 
was the conversion of Pecci, as one may Call 
it in the true sense of ‘he word. He turned 
his mind to a serious though not austere view 
of religion, and had the happiness of admit- 
ting him to holy orders. Pecct was then 2j, 
and already a lay prelate inthe household of 
Gregory XVI. 

Like every pope since the Reformation,Les 
XIII. is athoroughiv good man. Still, if one 
may venture to compare his moral standard 
with that of his immediate predecessor, one 
would beinclined to state the difference be- 
tween them as consisting in the fact that Leo 
hus more of the wisdom of the serpent, while 
Pius has more of the innocence of the dove. 
Pius kept achildlike heart and faith to the 
last, and the Bishop of Perugia, who knew 
the world and showed it, rose but slowly in 
his sovereign’s confidence. He received the 
red hat in 1853, but was not appointed camer- 
lengo till twenty-four years later. The days 
of Pius were already numbered, and he must 
bave knownin thus singling out Pecci for 
gistirction he was almost designating him as 
a desirabie successor. ‘Thecourtly and ac- 
complished sardinal had at length won his 
way totbe pontiff’s «ordial esteem. Pius, 
too, may have suspected that he had set too 
little store by the wisdom of this world, and 
that, humanly speaking, no small share of it 
would be necessary to the man who was next 
tosteerthe bark of St. Peter through the 
tioubled waters. 

Leo XIII. has now reigned more thanthree 
years, and the broad lines of his policy are 
sufficiently defined. His attitude toward the 
Governments of Europe is the wisest, if it be 
not the only one, he could have adopted. Ile 
stands onthe defensive and hides his time. 
Two points inthe purely spiritual policy of 
Leo NXIII. deserve notice. ‘he second of 
the Popes oflicially recognized = as 
infallible, he has not,any more than the tirst, 
made the slightest use of the extraordinary 
powers deciared by the last General Coun- 
cil of the Holy See. He has defined no dis- 
puted doctrine. In truth, the council which 
proclaimed the Pope infallible when speak- 
ing ex-cathedra has necessarily made the 
Pope very cautious of giving expression to 
ex-cathedra utterances. Absolute power has 
often been remarked to exercise a sobering 
influence upon its possessor. Even so au- 
thority to decide most solemn questions 
without appeal is one which a man who is at 
once an Italian and a priest,« scholar,a diplo- 
matist, will not be likely to abuse. This is 
the negative result of Leo’s reign; the posi- 
tive is the impulse he has giventothe study 
ofthe works of St. Thomas Aquinas. When 
one remembers that the angelic doctor was 
the favorite of Maurice—unquestionahbly the 
laigest-mirded of Protestant theolozians— 
one can not help deriving a better hope for 
the future of the 
dircumstance And, whatever opinion we may 
have ofthe schocl-men, it is surely an excel- 
lent sign ofthetimes whenthe chief pastor 
of Christendom seeks to combat unbelief, 
not, as of old, withthe temporal sword, 
but simply by 2 study of what he holds to be 
the soundest philosophy. The present gen- 
eration may or may not accept the conclu- 
sions of St. Thomas; it will certainiy gain by 
studying, if only with a view to refute, him.

PERNICIOUS LITERATURE. 


How Depraved Men Are Polluting Our 
Children. 
From the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. — 
The tariff of Canada contains one prohibit- 
ory clause against certain articles of Amer- 
ican manufacture which both free traders 
and protectionists in this country will agree 
in commending. Itis directed against the 
fiash illustrated weekly papers which are 
published in the United States. The law 
declares that these publications shall not be 
permitted to enter the Dominion: and less 
than a year ago, Whenthe new administra- 
tion came into power, it issued, in the follow- 
ing terms, fresh instructions to the collect- 
ors to enforce the law: ‘You are 
requested to use the greatest care in 
preveniing the importation and sale of 
suchimmoral and indecent publications as 
(names], and similar papers. It isnot neces- 
sary for you to wait for special notice of any 
publication by name from this deparsment, 
butis your duty to exercise yourown judg- 
ment as to What may be properiy classed un- 
der the prohibitory clause of the tariff.’’ In 
spite of the 'aw and this injunction, however, 
the publications in question areto some ex- 
tent smuggled into the dominion. The men 
who print such papers have a devilish ingen- 
uity and persistence in thrusting them upon 
the market just as other American publish- 
ers of obscene literature, forbidden by our 
law, have in reaching customers among our 
people. Butin Canadathe newsdealers who 
expose the flash journals for sale do so at the 
risk of having the whole stock confiscated, 
because they are obviously smuggled goods. 
Thus, in one respect at least, the Canadians 
have the advantage over the people who live 
upon this side of the line. The sheets which 
(‘anada has, for good and sufficient reasons, 
outlawed, are sold in this country by hun- 
dreds of tbousands without any kind of 
restriction. They are found upon nearly all 
the news stands, they flare in shop windows, 
where their vile pictures are studied by boys 
and girls, and they are eagerly bought by 
children, to Whom they bring corruption and 
depravity that are simply horrible to think 
of. The draughtsmen who prepare the pic- 
tures exercise great dexterity in keeping just 
within the boundaries of the law. They go 
just as far asthey dare go in representing 
vncleanness 3 but there is more 
in the class of subjects selected 
ly them in the scenes depicted, in 
tne suggestiveness of the drawings, than in 
the actual violation of the requirements of 
cecerncy. The manifest purpose is to appeal 
cirectly to, and to excite, the basest passions; 
and thisis done, not only by the pictures, 
but by the letter press, which deals almost 
wholly with crime, and especially with the 
forms ofcrimein which lust is the motive. 
Grown people are aware that this kind of 
literature, and this kiud of pictorial art, isa 
deadly poisontothe morals of the young. 
Lt brings them face to face with forms of evil 
of which they ought to know nothing until 
they have that strength of character which 
will enable|them to resist temptations if they 
Wil. It gives them glimpses of condi- 
tions of life which are ordinarily hidden from 
the public eye.and concerning which the lips 
of decent peopleare sealed. It reveals to 
them an earthly hell, which they have not yet 
learned to regard inits true character. Of 
What use is it that a pure young yxirl should 
have these horrors witheld from her at home 
und among her playmates, if she can look 
upon them twenty timesadayas she walks 
along the streets’ Of what profitisit thata 
boy is watened closely by anxious parents, 
who would keep his mind from this kind of 
taint, if he can absorbthe poison from anv 
one of adczen shop windows which he passes 
on his way to and from school’ There is 
actually greater reason to fear the evil conse- 
quences of these fliuntead puplications than 
there is to dread those ofthe utterly vile 
things that are circulated by stealth. 
Society ought to be able to protect itself 
from this evil. Itis monstrous that a few 
depraved men should be permitted to make 
money by a provess which pollutes the souls 
of our children and which plants in their 
minds, as they go along the public thorough- 
fares, seeds which may in years to come pro- 
duce a terrible harvest of iniquity and suffer- 
ing. Norighttodosuchathing can possi- 
bly exist under the morallaw. No right to 
doit under the statute law. The privileges 
of a free press are not so sacred as the purity 
of children. Buta press may he free and its 
freedom muintained without giving license 
tothe men who desire toabuseit to pour 
s@treams of filthinto the minds of the young. 
We need more stringent legislation against 
this nuisance. It mav be that we cannot suc- 
ceed in suppressing it absolutely, but we can 
drive it off of the public streets; we can com- 
pel it to cover itself with Garkness and to seek 
its victims by stealth; and the decent people 
of this and other communities oughtto require 
thatthis shall bedone. The question whether 
it shall be done is far more important than 
any question of who shall be State Treasurer 
or Governor or President. It is a question 
which involves the overthrow of an evil which 
is deadly in its consequences to the children 
who are to take our placesin our homes, in 
business and in public affairs when we have 
passed away.

JEAN HOSMER’S STORY. 


A Once Talented Actress in Reduced 
Circumstances. 
From the Chicago Times. 

There is now living in Buffalo a lady who, 
fifteen years ago, was one of the tirst of 
American actressee—commanding salaries 
probably never surpassed in this country ex- 
cept by Edwin Booth, and thrilling metro- 
politan audiences with her magnificent ren- 
dering of the greatest tragic parts—to-dav a 
habitantwof awretched Eastside tenement, 
making such a living as she can by teaching 
elocution to a few ambitious seekers for. 
fame onthe stage. Theactress whose gor- 


-geous costumes were the marvel of theater- 


goers afew years agois acompanion of the 
poorest people in the city where she made 
her debut less than a score of years ago, and 
with all her old-time tragic power and pas- 
sionate fire undimmed, as a visitor who saw 
her strike an attitude as Bianca, the 
other day, can testify. Jean Hosmer 
jis to-day a wreck of her former eelf, 
and her greatness is gone forever. 

‘‘You called for reminiscences of my stage 
life,’’ Miss Hosmer remarked, in a voice 
which bad greatly changed since the writer 
saW her fifteen years ago. ‘“‘I hope the pub- 
lic will not consider me egotistical, for lL have 
a horror of being called an egotist; yet my 
life bas been an eventful one. I was born in 
Silver Creek in 1842. Mv father carried on 
successful business in this city, and sent me 
to be educated at the Wyoming seminary at 
Alexander, New York. My mecther was a 
strict Presbyterian, and my parents intend- 
ed that I should be educated for a teacher. 
During my tuition they resided in Niagara 
street, and all that wealth could bestow was 
showered upon me. Likeasiily girl I be- 
came infatuated with the stage when 
only 10 years old. I bought  pijay- 
books, and with another stage-struck com- 
panion used to commit parts to memory at 
nights in our rooms in the seminary. 
About 1850 Lappeared in the ballet at the 
Metropolitan Theater. In 1860 I spoke my 
first lines, and Barton Hill was the actor 
who taught me the way todeliverthem. I 
played Sally in ‘Jack Sheppard.’ Then my 
stuge name was Jennie Stanley. I played 
under this namefor a long time. When 
once fairly started I advanced rapidly in my 
profession, and in afew years joined a trav- 
eling company and supported Edwin Booth 
under the name of Jean Stanley. I resumed 
the name of Hosmer in 1863 and decided to 
become a ‘star.’ I made my debut as Juliet 
al the Chestnut Street Theater December 25, | 

sarton Hill playing Romeo. After this en- 
gagement my sister died, and I did not ap- 
pear again until May 2%), 1865. In response 
io urgent solicitations from my friends I 
madejmy reentree at the Winter Garden, and 
it wasthereI achieved my greatest triumph 
as Biancain ‘Fazio,’ Countess in ‘Love,’ as 
Camille, Lucretia Borgia, and in many other 
tragedies. 

‘*One night while playing Juliet to Wilkes 
Booth’s Romeo in Chicago, met with an 
accident. I was onthe balcony and had just 
tinished the lines, ‘AJl my fortunes at thy 
feet I lay,’ when the balcony suddenly came 
down, and at bis feet I lay—unconscious. My 
right arm was badly burt. Dr. Hahn dressed 
it and announced my injurv to the audience. 
it was half an hour before I fully recovered 
consciousness. I declined to go uponthe 
stage, but MceVicker persisted, and offered me 
~6U0 to finish the night’s performance. All 
the while the audience keptup a continual 
cal] for the play to go on. urimg the rest of 
my epgagement in Chicago I carried my arm 
inasling. Just fancy me gesticulating and 
drawing my dagger with my left hand. But 
this episode made me the heroine of the city, 
and the theater Was packed every night.

The Cabinet Appointments. 

WASHINGTON, October %7.—The Senate virtu- 
ally suspended business for ahalf-hourormore 
10 day, Wailing to receive the Cabinet nomi- 
nations. It was generally understood that the 
nominations would be made, and the Senate 
did not care to gointo executive session until 
they arrived. There Was some surprise that 
llowe's name ras nat sent in 
fue Attorney Generel, especially among 
his frieuds. VPostunaster-General James was 
rene tninuted asa meusure of precaution by 
the President, inorderthat there may be no 
question or quibble asto tre legality of hia 
future oficial acts. Felger's nomination for 
secretary of the Treasury was generally ex- 
pected. Howe's triends claim that he will yet 
be neiminated; that heis wt some out of the 
va\ place and the President has not beeu able 
tO colINnmMuUnDicate With hitn on some poiat he 
desned to know. On the other hand itis re- 
pored thatthe intention to nominate Howe 
has been abandoned, and that the President 
“ii! not at the present session of the Senate 
make any nomination for Attorney-General ; 
thut the recent Star Route complications have 
ceonvineecd the President that MacVeagh ousut 
toremuinto conduct the prosecution torhe 
end, and that the President will /frnsist 
ence wore upon his doing so; that if Mac 
Verach reiuses the President will desizguate 
somebody to act as Attorney General ad 
interim until Congress meets. Editor Hattou 
ofthe Burlington Hawkeye, receivel many 
corgratulations upon his appointment as 
First Assistant Postmaster-General. 


The Cabinet Crisis Considered. 
WASHINGTON, October 27.—The nomination 
cf Folger as Secretary of the Treasury, while 
not received with that enthusiasm which Mor- 
con's name elicited, meets very general ap- 
proval. The prevailing opinionis that he will 
make a careful, efficient and safe Secretary. 
Itisnow learned upon very good authority 
that the President has reconsidered his con- 
lusion to appoint Hlowe, although Wiscon- 
~in Congressmen fully believed last 
evening that he would be appoined. 
The President's present nurpose isto appoint 
Solicitor Gereral Phillips to act as Attorney- 
Geveral untll next winterif MacVeagh refases 
ocontinue. Some oft tiekRresident’s friends 
advised against the appointment of Howe on 
account of his age and partidl infirmity. They 
~nid to the President that he Ougit to mikea 
vigorous, active administration, andthat was 
‘xpected of nim by the cofntry,:but if he 
surrounded himself with Cabinet advisors 
who belonged to a past age they would ham- 
perhim. This had much to do, itis said, with 
the President’s change of mind. There is no 
reason to suppose MacVeagh can be induced 
‘-o change his mind, as he said toa Western As- 
sociated Press agent the nightbefore he lett for 
Vhiladelphiainthe mostemphatic terms that 
under no circumstances would he consent to 
remaininthe Cabinet. Thereis no doubt that 
the President feels some embarrassment over 
MucVeagh’s arbitrary retirement because of 
the Star Route cases. Should these cases fail 
the President wants the responsibility to rest 
where it properly belongs—upon the prosecnu- 
tion—and therefore he was and desirous 
that those wh» bezan the prosecution shouid 
continue to the end. 
Howe and the Attorney-Generalship. 

WASHINGTON, October 27.—The hitch about 
the Attorney-General wa: first caun-ed by 
liowe’s unwillingness to take up with the Star 
Loute prosecutions devolving upon 
the ofiice.

MISTAKEN FOR A BURGLAR. 


A Cincinnati Man Tells How He Came 
to Shoot His Wife. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Andrew Van Bibber, of Cincinnati, testi- 
fied before Coroner Rendigs, of that city, on 
Friday, and related how he came to shoot his 
Wile, Susannah Nancy Van Bibber, aged 29 
years. He said: 

‘*] was born in this city in November, 1843. 
Was married to Susannah Nancy McArtbur 
in February, 1873. On Thursday night jast 
returned bome at 7:45 o’clock. Wanted de- 
ceased to go to the exposition with me, but 
she heard me say it was meeting night for 
the Grand Army of the Kepublic, and told 
me to go and see the boys, and we would goto 
the exposition the next night. The nizht was 
dark,and windows and shutters were rattling. 
Returned in an hour; found my wife very 
ubeasy ; said she had been so all the evening. 
She said Mr. Ross had called, sent by Mr. 
Ludlow, to have us join them at the Exposi- 
tion. Deceased said she answered the bell, 
and found Mr. Ross. Shut the door too soon; 
perhaps offended him. Said sbe heard a back 
door open as she closed front door. I paid 
no aitention to her uneasiness. We passed 
amost pleasant evening. She read me a 
story. We retired at llp.m. I was awake 
perhaps an hour. Hearu a door softly open- 
ing. I listened a moment; decided not to 
awaken deceased, and slipyed out of bed as 
gently and quietly as I cou.d. There was no 
ight. I went jto the desk atthe fvot of the 
bed to look for my _ pistol. some 
things had been packed in a drawer, 
and I had _ difficulty in finding it, 
and went to wher side of the 
bed to ask her, but did not dis- 
turb her, and went back to look aguin. This 
lime I found the pistol. I stepped in the 
sitting-room. Found the door, wuich I had 
locked and bolted, wide open, and the gas on 
the floor below turned on full. I felt the 
socket which the bolt shoots into, and found 
it was loose. Never noticed this before. It 
looked like aformer attempt at burglary. 
When the doors were open and gas turned 
on went back to bedtotell my wife, but 
thought it a shame to wake her, and for the 
thira time turned back without disturbing 
her. I supposed my wife was in bed: 
heard a noise down-stairs. Thought it bur- 
glars. Thought they hid heard me and would 
escape. I went tothe front window, leaned 
outto fire upon them as they passed 
out of the front door; was at the window a 
half minute and looked back and saw that the 

8 below was turned off. I decided the burg- 
ars were in the house,and started toward the 
hall door to go down stairs. When half way 
across the room I suddenly saw something 
indistinct appear at the door. The room was 
very dark and the hall still darker. I coutd 
not see shape or form it wes so dark, but was 
sure somethtng was there, andI aimed and 
fired. Susie’s voice said: ‘Oh, Andrew, 
you have hurt me so bad,’ «od I knew waat I 


bad done. Linstantly lis itect the gas in 
the sitting-room, ran wt niy wife, as- 
sisted ber to the bed-:o.om, turn. 
ed on the gras Siw the wound,

and told her of it. Did not think the wound 
dangerous; she did not faint. I left her there 
and went for a surgeon, as no one else was 
there. Before yoine forthe doctor Susie 
told me how it happened; said she had yo'- 
ten out of bed gently so as not to wake me. 
She bad put out the gas down stairs, come 
up Stairs, and bad gone into the little room 
(lor some purpose) at the head of the stairs, 
and had just come out to enter the sitting- 
rv0om., She saw me running across the room 
from the Window toward toe door with iy 
pistol, and she was frightened; said | looked 
dangerous, and that she tried to spring back 


into the little room; said, “Why 
your com—” Was going to say, 
‘Why are you econing” I fired 


simultaneously justas she began to speak, 
and did not hear-her. I never was jealous of 
my wife. She wasa perfect lady. My wife 
avd I thought the wound was not fatal. an: 
she especially charged me not to let either 
her mother or mine know of it, for, she said, 
it would worry them to death. I wrote to 
her brother the full articuiars, telling him 
of her request. I also wrote fully to Dr. 
Whittaker, also to Mrs. Jenkins.” 

The Coroner rendered a verdict to the ef- 
fect that Mrs. Van Bibber came to her death 
at the hands of ber husband, but he was un- 
able to determine from the testimony wheth-

THE MAGNETIC CURE. 


Caresses as @ Cure for the Ailments 
of Young Ladies. 
From the Philade]phia Balletin. 

Over three score of peopie, half of them 
women, and some of them walking with 
capes und crutches, others showing disease 
in their features, and all of them just sucha 
ciowd as One meets in the court-yard of 4 
hospital, metin Assembly Hall this morning 
in answer to an advertisement that there 
would be an exhibition of magnetic cure by a 
person claiming to be a physician. When the 
reporter of the Bulletin entered, the doctor 
was busy curing a stout old lady who nad 
rheumatism in her right hip. The doctor is 
a man of medium stature, appuirently 
about forty years of age, rather good- 
icokipg, with dark hair and moust«che, and, 
from tne remarks which he made to the au- 
dience while manipulating his patients and 
between each act, evidently a gentleman of 
inteliigence and education. When the stout 
o'd lady with the rheumatic hip had limped 
off the stage, expressing herself as very much 
pleased with the doctor’s treatment and con- 
siderably relieved, the Doctor made a few 
remarks explanatory of his treatment, or 
rather explanatory of itseffects. He said 
that. while insome cases an immediate cure 
of neuralgia, headache, or some local pains, 
could be effected, generally it required one 
or more applications of the treatment, and 
the patient would keep onimproving until, 


in the course of a few weeks, the 
cure would ibe permanent. The 
next patéent was a very pret'y girl 


of about twenty, neatly attired, and wearing 
geometrical bangs upon her fair forehead. 
As sbestepped on the stage and blushingly 
seated herself in a chair provided for her,she 
tola the doctor that she was afflicted with 
deafness. Fhe doctor took a handsome gold 
watch from his pocket, opened it to show the 
au lience that it contained no false bottom, 
and applied it to the young ladv’s right ear.

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Female Slavery. 
From the Buffalo Courier. 

Paul Boyton, in his trip down the Missouri, 
bas run across a curious matrimonial custom 
that the Government should look into. One 
night be was entertained by arancher named 
George Mince. A comely squaw presided 
over his household and three pretty half-breed 
children called him father. To his guest he 
confessed the fact that he had bought this wo- 
man at Sliding Rock Agency forahorse. He 
purebased her as a substitute for his Indian 
wife, whom he had bought several years ago, 
married, overworked and maltreated until she 
ran away. The squaw is kepthard at work, 
and the husband or master does not allow her 
to sit at the same table with him, and beats her 
whenever he pleases. What Mince has done 
is a common tbing among his neighbors. 
‘*This system of female slavery,’’ says Boy- 
ton, *‘is much more extensive than the public 
generally suppose. Scores of white men are 
accumulating wealth from the physical labor 
of these poor women and their children.’ 
Capt. Boyton savs that a few days ago a white 
woodcutter bought a twelve-year-old Indian 
girl for $150 at the Berthold agency, and it 
was regarded as an ordinary business trans- 
action. As all half- breed children are entitled 
to rations and clothing from the Indian Agen- 
cies, the importance of this immoral slavery 
question, aS a mere matter of governmental 
economy, is self-evident. ‘Thisisaphase of 
the Indian question which is kept in tbe 
background, but it is a fruitful source of 
evil and misery which needs immediate at- 
tention.

IS GUITEAU GUILTY? 


The Question Proposed by Doctor 
Hughes Before the Tri-State 
Medical Society. 


Headache Discussed in allits Bearings— 
Keport of Finance Committee. 


The last day’ssession Of the Tri-State Medi- 
cal Society opened at 100’clock this morning 
in theladies’ ordinary of the Lindell Iotel. 
The report of the Finance Committee was 
called for, but was not rea‘y. On behalf of 
the Committee on Publicut.on, Dr. William 
Dickinson, of St. Louis, made a partial report. 
He said that in consideration of the heavy ex- 
pense attending the publication of the various 
papers read before the society during the pres- 
ent session, it wasthe opinion of some of the 
men. bers of the committee that it would be well 
to recommit the articles to their 
authors and havethem published in the lead. 
ing medical journalsin the territory covered 
by the organization. Dr. D. 8S. Booth, of 
Sparta, I11., moved thatthe committee have 
discretionary powerto publish the papers in 
such journals asthey should decide proper. 
The motion was carried. 

The regular programine was thentaken up, 
and Dr. B. Griffith, of Spring 
field, Ill., read a paper on 
‘*Headache—Cause and Cure.’’ te said that 
headache is asymptom of numereus diseases 
and is generaily treated in eonnection 
With these. The locality of the 
pain is sometimes very serviceable in deter- 
mining the disease of whicn it is the natural 
result. The disease itself is the result of some 
nervous affection, and anything tending to 
allay the excitement and relax the tension will 
in nearly ali cases give relief. Statistics show 
that middle-eged persens are more addicted to 
headache than children or eiderly persons. 
The Doctor illustrated his subject with the bis- 
tory of cases coming under his Own observa- 
tion and others recorded in bo»xs, and the 
practical character of his paper was highly 
commenced. | 

Dr. H. V. f#ferrell, of Carterville, Ill., recom- 
mended the use of eiec:ricitv usacure for 
headache. i 

Dr. C. H. Ilughes, of St. Louis, was calied 
upon, and spoke at some length concerning 
the difticulties met by the practitioners iu 
treating this painful disease. He was a most 
earnest advocate of electrical treatment, and 
expressed himself as confident that this will 
relieve the mujority of cases, even the most ag 
gravated. : 

Dr. Chas. T. Reber, of heey henge: Ill., said 
that it must be remembered that beadache is 
only asy;mptom. Why, sinte we have nerves 
all the time, do we not have pain all the time? 
He mage guite a long speech, said that he had 
gotten his ideas from Herbert Spencer, laugh- 
ed at his own joke, the point of which no one 
else could see, and concluded that hea lache 
was a simple question of blood pressure.

Dr. Dickson read the history of an interest- 
ing case of disease of the spinal cord, and at 
its conclusion made some apposite rem irks 
upon the disease in its veneral and specitie 
phases, He held the undivided attention dur- 
ing the presentation of his paper. Dr. Steph- 
ens, who had also been slightly identified in 
the treatment of the case, made some inter- 
esting remurks. 

‘‘Ineanity in relation to law, with some re- 
flections to the case otf Guiteuu,’’ was the sub- 
ject of a paper read by Dr. C. H. Hughes, of 
this city. Hesuaid that jaws were made touch- 
ing the cases of insane pereous long beture the 
true nature of insanity was kuown. Some of 
these laws were severe.

THE TRANSFER SIDE, 


Mr, Tansey Explains the Freight Blockade 
and Makes Offers to the Merchants. 


Inthe conference with Mr. Tansey held 
yesterday by the committee of freight-block- 
aded merchants, that gentieman preseated 
the case of the Transter Cowpuny in a new 
light. Heretofore nearly allthe biame of the 
blockade has beenthrown upon his shpouliers, 
the Transfer Company has been denounced as 
amonopoly, an inefiicient monopoly at that, 
and themerchants bave been disposed to be 
lieve that a remedy for the = situation 
was perhaps to be found in a new 
Transfer Company. When the committee 
called upon him and stated the object of their 
visit, Mr. Tansey remarked thit he would 


like to teil them sore facts about the blockade 
which bad not bitherto appeureu. ‘‘It bas 
been stated,’’ snid he, ‘‘that there are 5.00% 
cars full ot treight ia East -t. Louis. That is 
nottrue. The worst biocked road of all ig 
the Chicago and Alton, and it bas 220 full cars 
awaiing unloading. somecf the roads repo:t 
only turee cauis, and the Vandalia ran out 
of freight vesterday in East St. 
Louis andi began eiieving the block 
at the other end. You must recollect, too, that 
a vreattnany of the loaded curs now standing 
on the side tracks in East St. Louis are not 
laden with freight which the Transfer Com- 
pany has anything todo with. Manyof these 
cars mie ful) of coal and lumbver—throaygh 
freight—but they arc in the way of the general 
mercnancise cars just as badly asif they wee 


loaded with nioxet freight themseives. 
As it is, we gre gaining oo 
the ireight and in a short time 


we will have distributed the accuinulation.’’ 

**How €O you account tor tne blockade?’ 
asked one of the committeemen. 

‘It begun with Fair week. Everything then 
gave place to the possenver traffic, and creignt 
was side -tracked in every divection to wet it 
outofthe way. The terminal factlities of the 
St. Lonis retiroads are not large enoagh 
jor the business which they are doing 
and the result is Of Course a freight biockude. 
The blockade, a8 yOu gentiemen know, i3 not 
in East St. Louis alone; it streten. 8 out ia the 
country in every direction. I don’t think we 


can be blamed for not emptying cars ten and 
fifteen miles out of the city.’’ 


‘‘What are you ven Nang 

‘‘l have t morning 305 teams at work 
across the fiver, about as much _ as 
it » is possible to do anything 
with. 


If you will os and see for your- 
selves you will find that many of these teams 
are standing idle because they cannot be got to 
the cars.’’ 

‘‘How many cars can you unload in a diy?’’ 

‘Of bergs | heavy freight about one hundred, 
running rom that up to two hundred and 
ovel. 

‘‘Then you do not want the merchants to 
supply you with more teams?’’ 

‘*] will not decline any assistance; if you 
send your teams I will let you have wagons 
and teamsand you can try for yourselves what 
youcando. Orif you would sooner have them 
under my management I will dothe best I can 
for you. I want to say this about 
teams. It was stated in the 
ee that not more than five per cent of our 

orses had the pink-eye. Asa matter of. fact 
more than five per cent of our horses have 
died of the disease, anda great number have 
been temporarily unfitted tor work by it. If 
you gentlemen have your teams laid up you 
can buy others very readily. But if it 
were a question of buying {59,000 worth 
of new horses, and even then having no guar- 
antee that these would not become helpless on 
ee hands, you would notgdo it any more than 

. Asitis we are working ata dead loss. Our 
balance sheet for the last six monthsisa most 
discouraging one. Andif you gentiemen know 
ot any one wantingto start a new Transfer 
Company he can have my share of this 
plant at the invoice price. 1 will co-operate 
with 3ou Leartily in any effort you may make 
to do away with the blockade. If you have 
teams and wagons, I will assist you to get 
your freight. If the cars have mixed cargoes, 
or it your goods ajein different cars, so that 
the freight agents will demand different freigot 
bis, youcan have allthese bills sentto me, 


and I will assume the collections. 
We can fix that with the ratlwavs. 
If you have teams and no wagons, 


Iwill lend you proper wagons and harness 
and assist you, aud inthe meantime you can 
depend on my doing everytaing with the re- 
sources at my immediate cummand to break 
the blockuade.’’ 

The comwittee expressed themselves sur 
prised und delighted with the interview, and 
seemed to believe that with vigorous work all 
Along the line the blockade must soon tutally 
disappear.

KLEMM COMES HOME, 


And Frees His Miud About European Poli- 
tics and Streets and Kmigrativa, 


Col. Richard Kiemm, the well-known Street 
Superintendent in the Central District, re- 
turned last night from a fiying trp to Europe, 
where he has been visiting his sick mother. 
The Colonel has been only in the kingdom of 
Wurtemberg, where his family resides, and he 
des ibes the condition of South Germarv as 
being very bad. ‘‘Until this year,’’ he saidto 
areporter, ‘‘the crops have been very bad, 
and there is ae great deal of com- 
mercial as well as agricultural distress. 


The people of Wurtemberg Were never h2arti- 
ly at one witb Prussia, and the recent conduct 

of Prince Bismarck has by no means tend- 
ed to make the situation easier. The heavy 
military burdens of service as well as of taxes 

sere upon the people, and their dis3aiis- 
action is well-nigh general.’’ 

‘‘Do the Social Democrats scem to be mik- 
ing mech headway in sonthera Germany?:’’ 

‘No. The discontent is not in that shape; 
it takes more the form of hostility to Prussia 
and the Chancellor. Really, you know, 
Bismaick bas been making a 
1001 of bimself lately. The people are dispos- 
ed to charge ali their distress upon the Central 
Government. They complain, too. of the high 
taxes, although, despite everything, the taxes 
are Jower than nere.’’ 

‘*‘Why don’t they emigrate?’’ 

‘*They are emigrating at an enormons rate. 
In the shipin whichI came over there were 
60. emigrants. Why, emigrationis the great 
danver of the German Empire.’’ 

‘‘Ilow do our St. Louis streets compare with 
the EKuropeanthoroughfares?”’ 

‘*Well, our streets are not as bad as we think 
thevure. I have seen worse and better streets 
in European towns. They have the same 
trouble there which we have here—it is hard 
to pet mouey to do the work with.’’
